THE ILLINOIS RAILROADS. 


Annual Report of the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., January 5.—In their an- 
nual report to the Governor, for the year end- 
ing July 1, 1885, the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners of Illinois show that the roads 
reporting to the Board represent an increase 
in their capital stock of $16,530,668, making 


the average amount of stock per mile $28,295. 
The en gross income amounts to $1%,- 
483,080. This amount, in comparison with the 
gross income for 1884, shows a decrease 
of $15,744,988. It is principally due to a 
loss of income from the freight department. 
An increase of $513,825 is observed in the 
amount of gross earnings from Illinois busi- 
ness. The number of roads reporting is the 
same as a year ago, and the increase of mile- 
age reported is slight, few extenions having 
been made.

CAUGHT AT LAST. 


The Murderer of George W. Rossitter of 
Gilman, Arrested at Springfield. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIspaTcuH. 

KANKAKEE, ILL., January 5.—The myster- 
ious murder of George W. Rossitter, the 
saloon-keeper at Gilman, who was shot from 
behind a barricade, about midnight of No- 
vember 27, and robbed of several hundred 
dollars, has been cleared up, by the arrest 
yesterday, in Springfield of the murderer.

The women carried 
his story to the officers with the probable in- 
tention of claiming the reward of $700 which 
has been offered by the village of Gilman and 
the State. The man was lodged in Iroquois 
County Jail last night.

Of Importance to Creditors. 
The Court of Appeals to-day reversed and 
remanded the case of Robert Mannheimer et 
al. against Sheriff Harrington and L. M. Hell- 
man, assignee. This was an action of replevin 
for goods sold by the plaintiff to Leubrie Bros. 


The case is reversed on the ground of error 
in the lower court’s instructions and the 
question was whether a merchant who pur: 
chases s on credit gets a title agaainst bis 
vendor if he is insolvent at the time and has 
no reasonable expectation of paying for them. 
The Court of Appeals is of the opinion that 
the absence of a reasonable expecta- 
tion of paying for goods is not 
tantamount to an intention never to 
pay for them. 

he vendee may honestly intend to pay for 
them, and yet his real financial condition may 
be such that a reasonable man in his circum- 
stances would not entertain such an expecta- 
tion. He may have intended and expected to 
pay for them at the time dupon, and yet 
fajury should say that his expectation was 
without a reasonable foundation, the sale 
could be avoided. The Court of Appeals con- 
siders the latter an erroneous statement of the 
law and reverses the judgment. 


The Telephone Pole Contest. 
Judge Dillon to-day rendered a decision sus- 
taining the demurrer to the return of the Board 
of Public Improvements in the case of the 
State at the relation of the Bell Tele- 


phone Company of Missouri. The 
Court holds that the question, wheth- 
er or not the Municipal Assembly 
has the power by ordinance to make the regu- 
lations as to location and renting of poles 
complained of by the Bell Company, is not 
involved inthis proceeding. The court does 
not think that the ordinances set out regu- 
lating the placing of wires or cables convey- 
ing electricity for the production 
of light or power on the 
streets can be made to apply 
to the Bell Telephone Company. In August, 
1884, the company applied for permission to 
occupy certain streets with its poles and ac- 
cepted the regulations and agreed to abide by 
them. Afterwards the acceptance was 
withdrawn. It is not claimed that 
the Board of Improvements, independent 
of an ordinance giving them such right 
has the power to establish such regulations as 
the Bell Telephone Company complains of. 
The regulations imposed by the Board in 
gran a permit for the use ofthe streets, in- 
elude a provision for the use of the poles 
by ether-companies at a fixed rental. The 
Bell Company refused to abide by the terms of 
such an agreement. 


The Lansing Assignment. 

Judge Thayer made an order to-dayon B. 
H. Engelke, the former assignee of E. W. 
Lansing & Co., to show cause on the 20th of 
the present month why his accounts 
should not be reopened.

ELEVATED RAILROAD ENGINEERS. 


P. M. Arthur of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers Acting as Mediator. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

New Tonk, January 5.—P. M. Arthur, head 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
reached the city yesterday in response to the 
invitation of the committee of Elevated Rail-. 
road Engineers, who laid their grievances 
before General Manager Haine on Thursday, 


and requested that they be redressed. The 
principal grievance is that the engineers are 
sometimes compelled to work over ten hours 
per day for eight hours pay. The engineers 
committee met Mr. Arthur at the Stevens 
House and explained the situation to him. 
To the Post-DisPaTCH correspondent Mr. 
Arthur said last evening that he came as a 
mediator between the men and the company. 

I have examined their grievance carefully, 
he said, ‘‘and I think they ask for nothin 
that is not reasonable. hey complain o 
petty annoyances from small officials, but 
heir main objection pertains to the number of 
hours they are compelled to work. They have 
shown how the road could be run at very little 
additional expense and very little increase in 
the force by making changes here and 
there in the present system. In 1 
the engineers received $3.50 for eight 
hours work. They were asked by Mr. 
Winslow, under whose administration 
the road was conducted, to assistthe company 
by working ten hours a day without an in- 
crease of pay. They agreed to do so,I think, 
until the following spring. If the M 
could pay the men $3.50 for eight hours’ wor 
in 1880, it certainly could do so now, as its 
business has increased wonderfully. The men 
complain that their hours have been increased, 
bit by bit, until they sometimes work more 
than ten hoursa day. There will always be 
differences between capital and labor, and 
these differences I amin favor of settling by 
arbitration. The demands of the engineers 
are just. The agp 4 will probably be will- 
ing to concede that, but what the upshot of 
this difference will be I cannot say until after 
we have had a consultation with General Man- 
ager Haine. I have heard the men’s statement. 
Iam to hear the company's side on Wednes- 
day, as I have received notice that Manager 
Haine will be ready with an answer, to 

THE MEN'S PROPOSITION THEN. 

As a practical locomotive engineer, I will 
say that a man should not be required to run 
an engine on an elevated road for more than 
eight hours. When I first saw the road I said 
to myself, A man who will run an engine suc- 
cesstully on that road is a good man.

JUDGE ANDREWS REFUSES TO RATIFY THE 
. BEFEREEZ’S REPORT.

Wholesale Perjury in the Proceedings Before 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 5 
NEw Tonk. January 5.—So Intricate is the 
story of the marital] relations of Laura Hough - 
ton, as she calis herself, and William W. 
Houghton, and so apparent is it that there has 
beon perjury committed in the course of the 
proceedings before a referee, that Judge An- 
drews, in Supreme Court Chambers, has de- 
cided not to ratify the reteree’s report in favor 


of sustaining a decree annulling the marriage 


of those pérsons, and to send the case before 
ajury. The marriage which that decree an- 
nulled, took place ig Brooklyn in 1856. Hough- 


ton and his wife then went South. At the out- 
break of the war he entered the Confederate 
army. Mrs. Houghton heard that he was 
dead. She came North and lived here until 
two years ago, when she heard that Houghton 
was alive. She followed him to Mobile and 
found him living with another woman. en 
she had him arrested he produced a decree 
of the Supreme Court here, obtained for 
him in „ A. House, a notorious 
divorce lawyer who was shot dead by his wife 
in 1873, annuling his marriage with Laura 
Houghton on the ground that at the time it 
was celeb she was the wife of one James 
1 to whom, under the name of Rose 
Ann Mullen, she was married in 1854. Laura 
or Rose Ann came back here, found tne recor 
of the annullment suit aftersome difficulty, 
and then movedto have the decree set aside 
as fraudulent. She declared she was never 
to aman named McGlynn and that 
her name was not Rose Ann, but Laura. 
Judge Donohue was unable to determine the 
case on affidavits, so he sent it to 
a re a From the record of 
the suit it was ascertained that the decree 
was obtained on the testimony of a woman 
who said that Mrs. Houghton had told her she 
was married toa man named McGlynn, and of 
a man named Wm. B. Lathrop, who said he 
lived at No. 126 West Twenty-sixth street, and 
that he was present at the marriage of Rose 
Anna Mullen to McGlynn in the St. James 
Cathedral in Brooklyn in 1854. It cannot be 
learned that a Wm. B. Lathrop ever lived at 
No. 126 West Twenty-sixth street. 
LAURA HOUGHTON, 
or Rose Anna Muljlen-MeGlynn, swore before 
the referee that she lived with relatives of that 
name, but that she was never married to a 
man of that name. She said she never 
received notice of the annullment suit. 
Houghton swore that after their 
marriage she told him she was the wife of 
McGlynn, but that she had never lived with 
him. This confession did not disturb their 
relations and he never gave her the money she 
ed to enable her to get a divorce from 
McGlynn. Elizabeth Mullen, who said she was 
a sister of the plaintiff, said the plaintiff's 
name was Rose Ann, and she told her several 
years ago she was married to McGlynn, and 
that Houghton knew it when he married her. 
Three other persons who claimed to bea sister, 
cousin and brother-in-law, respectively, of 
the plaintiff, said they had all heard she was 
married to McGlynn, and then a certificate 
of marriage between James McGlynn 
and Rose Ann Mullen was pro- 
duced. This seconded the fact 
that the marriage was witnessed by Bridget 
Mullen, which was the maiden name of one of 
the women who claimed to be the plaintiff’s 
sister, but who had sworn that she had only 
heard that Rose Ann Mullen was married to 
ag beg Next a number of witnesses swore 
that the plaintiff’s name was Rose Ann, though 
one of her alleged sisters said Rose Ann told 
her twenty years ago that she had changed her 
to Laura. It was shown that at the pro- 
in Mobile she had admitted her name 
se Ann. To all this Laura, or Rose 
Ann, responded that she had never told any- 
body that she was married to McGlynn, and 
that she was not sure that the witnesses 
against her were her relatives. Thereferee re- 
ported in favor of sustaining the decree of an- 
nullment. 

In refusing to confirm the report Judge An- 
drews said: ‘‘ Altogether the case is a most ex- 
traordinary one and the testimony so far 
taken, leaves in doubt not only the question 
as to the plaintiff's name, but also the ques- 
tion whether she was ever married to Mc- 
Gl . Underthe circumstances it is ve 
difficult to determine what the duty of the 
court is. It would be unfortunate for the 
plaintiff that the jud in this 
should be setaside. If, on the other hand, 
the plaiutiff’s testimony is true, that she 
has suffered agross wrong and injustice at the 
hand of the defendant,that wrong and injustice 
should not go unredressed. I have, accord - 
ingly, after a thorough consideration of the 
case, though with much doubt and hesitation, 
concluded that the default of the plaintiff 
should be opened and that she should beal- 
lowed tointerpose an answer, the judgment 
being otherwise to stand undisturbed until the 
issues raised by the answer shall have been 
disposed of.
